su aded h er to tell th e following story : 
“My h u sband was jealou s of Rodi 
becau se we h ap p ened to know him 
back in Italy , and he m ade my life 
m iserable and th reatened to kill m e if 
I didn’t kill Joe^ I begged and p lead­ 
ed with him, bu t he wou ld not listen, 
and m ore th an once he said h e wou ld 
cu t my h ead off if I refu sed. 
“One day he bou gh t a p istol and a 
lot of cartridges and told me I m u st 
p ractice sh ooting, as I h ad to kill Joe. 
F or sev eral day s we w ent to th e woods 
togeth er, and I soon learned to sh oot 
A t last he was satisfied th at I cou ld 
sh oot well enou gh to h it a m an, and he 
p lanned th at I m u st h ide near th e 
h ou se and when Joe, who boarded 
w ith u s, cam e home, sh oot him and 
th en tell th a t h e h ad tried to assau lt 
me.

Several of the tru s­ 
tees are bu siness men who also have 
individu al accou nts, and their opinion 
as to the stability of the bank will g o 
far toward placating dissatisfied cou n­ 
try depositors. 
E. W. Shirk, president, is taking no 
part in the bank examination, bu t is 
g oing over the reports that will he su b­ 
mitted by Bank Examiner Weir. 
He 
will not say at what time the bank 
wrill be open, bu t admits that the new7 
cashier will be a man who is fam iliar 
with the banking bu siness, bu t not a 
resident of Tipton. 
It was intim ated by Mr. Shirk that 
the assistant cashier will probably be 
a Tipton man, and that a su fficient 
bond will be exacted to indemnify the 
bank ag ainst a fu tu re possible loss. 
The laxity in this respect perm itted 
the recent manipu lation of bank books 
and the forg eries, and the possibility 
of escaping with the fu nds. 
Noah R. Marker, the alleg ed defau lt­ 
er, in response to insinu ations that he 
w7as not at Lou isiana, Mo., on his “va­ 
cation,” says he stayed at the boarding 
hou se of Mrs. Lindsay, 217 North Main 
street, Lou isiana, Mo., and that he 
reg istered there u nder the name of A.

hou r before the children disappeared 
Monday. 
This theory was confirmed 
when the local police were informed 
that an inspection of the tru nks’ con­ 
tents by the Chicag o au thorities re­ 
vealed only clothing and sim ilar arti­ 
cles.

From d ark green it changed to 
| dull gray and then to milky white. 
| Steam cam e from the w ater as the cut­ 
ter cam e on, and the atm osphere was 
; so charged w ith heat th a t It becam e 
I unbearable. 
T he P erry approached as near as 
possible, and the crew saw stretched 
before them a lake, which had formed 
in the center of a sink made by the 
settling m ountain. 
To determ ine the 


j tem perature of the w ater a therm om 
e ter w as low ered over, and those on 
board w ere startled to see the record 
I rise to 240 degrees. A num ber of eggs 
w ere then lowered in a basket and 
after being in the w ater a few sec­ 
onds w ere found thoroughly cooked.

PRIZES FOR NEXT FAIR $75,350 


Horseback and Long W agon Trips to 


Indiana Exposition Have Given W a y 


to Pleasure Rides by Trolley— Em ­ 


inent Judges W ho W ill Tie Ribbons 


on Prize Winners. 


The Indiana State F air will be held 
at Indianapolis the week of Sept. 6, 
and as the season of preparation for it 
advances, in terest in it is w idespread 
over the state, not only am ong live­ 
stock and other exhibitors, but am ong 
the tens of thousands of people who 
attend from year to year. 
The Indi­ 
ana F air is one of the oldest in the 
United Slates, and in the last ten 
yeara has grown to be one of the larg­ 
est. From its earliest years, when the 
fair w andered over the state, using 
borrowed county fair grounds for its 
displays, to the possession at present 
of a fair ground trac t of 214 acres, 
with land and im provem ents w orth 
about $700,000, is one way in which 
the grow th of the Indiana exposition 
may be m easured. 
The first State 
Fair, beld in October, 1852, was three 
days in length and was attended by 
about 30,000 people. 
The fair now 
continues days and evenings for five 
days, and the attendance approaches 
-200,000. 
At the first Indiana F air the prizes 
consisted of silver cups, w orth only a 
few hundred dollars. 
At the coming 
fair prizes am ounting to $75,350 and a 
dozen or m ore expensive silver cups 
and gold m edals will be aw arded. Peo­ 
ple who attended the first fair made 
the trip to Indianapolis in wagons or 
on horseback, cam ping by the roadside 
at night and taking two or three days 
for the journey. 
Now the farm people 
of the state who live m ost distant 
from the fair can reach the grounds 
in a few hours. 
Most of them can 
hail a trolley car near home and m ake 
a pleasure ride of the trip. 
Two trol­ 
ley lines from northern Indiana land 
passengers at the fair gates. 
The 
Lake Erie & W estern railroad will run 
num erous special trains to and from 
the coming fair. 
All of the trolley 
lines out of Indianapolis will have spe­ 
cial service during the week. 
The 
transportation question does not give 
the fair officials the concern it did a 
few years ago, for steam and in ter­ 
urban facilities for bringing the peo­ 
ple to Indianapolis and getting them 
hom e prom ptly and in com fort, have 
been highly developed in recent years. 
It Is doubtful if any state fair in the 
Union has the streetcar facilities to 
equal those from Indianapolis to the 
Indiana grounds. 
There are th ree 
double-track lines from the city to the 
fair gates, w'here cars arrive fifteen 
seconds apart, and handling 75,000 or 
m ore people a day is no longer a both­ 
ersom e undertaking to the Indianap­ 
olis lines. 
A nother way in which the Indiana 
exposition has grown is in its patron­ 
age. 
The receipts of the first Fair 
w ere $8,833,16 and the total income 
for the F air of last year was $110,000. 
During its career the Indiana F air has 
distributed perhaps $600,000 in pre­ 
miums, by far the larger portion going 
to the farm ers and live stock owners 
of the state. The exposition has come 
up to its present m agnitude very large­ 
ly from its own energy, backed by the 
faith of the farm ing elem ent of Indi­ 
ana. 
For some years the F air has re­ 
ceived $10,OOO a year from the legisla­ 
ture, all of it going tow ard paying 
prem ium s. 
The first 
appropriation 
by the legislature for a perm anent 
F air Im provem ent was $100,000 for the 
ofliseum , three sum m ers ago. 
The 
S tate Board of A griculture added $30.- 
000 to this am ount from its treasury 
th at the coliseum m ight be m ade more 
com plete. 
All of the real estate and 
other buildings which now com prise 
the F air property have come from 
the profits of the exposition, and these 
profits have come from the town and 
country people from over the state 
who have bought adm ission tickets. 
As usual, the prizes offered at the 
next F air are richest in th e speed de­ 
partm ent, w here the am ount reaches 
$37,600, an increase of several thou­ 
sand dollars over any form er year, 
and a corresponding increase in the 
num ber of tro tters and pacers and in 
the quality of the events is expected. 
On beef and dairy cattle the total 
prizes reach $12,566; on show horses, 
$13,000; sheep, $2,931; swine, $2,078; 
poultry $1,980; fine arts, $1,417; agri­ 
cultural products, $1,423; fruit, $848; 
flowers, $836; bees and honey, $248; 
dairy products, $214; table luxuries, 
$209. 
The State F air will not only mean 
the assem bling on the grounds at 
Indianapolis of the best products of 
the agricultural and livestock farm s 
of the state, with 
m any 
thousand 
people to see the richness of these 
resources, but an unusually brilliant 
array of judges will be present to de­ 
cide how the $75,350 in prize money 
will be distributed. 
In m aking up the 
list of judges, the State Board of 
A griculture has sought the highest au­ 
thorities available for the different de­ 
partm ents, and has chosen m en who 
are past-m asters in passing on the 
merits of livestock and the products 
of field 
and 
orchard. 
Three 
new 
judges will tie the ribbons on the 
prize-winning horses, and some noted 
authorities will tie the cattle ribbon*.
